1. Place the Top Assembly (A) up side down on a soft surface. 

2. Attach Legs (B) Insert the exposed threads of the Legs (B) into the pre -threaded holes in each corner of the 
Top Assembly (A). Secure by turning in a clockwise direction. See Illustration#l 

Note: Do not over tighten the Legs (B).

C. Angle Brace 1 pc D. Screw 1 pc 

E. Phillips Head Screwdriver 1 pc 



2. Attach Angle Brace (C) to wall Place the dresser in the desired location against the wall. Take the 3 top 
drawers out. Mark the location for the Angle Brace (C) through the cut-outs in the back panel. Move the dresser 
aside. Attach the Angle Brace (C) to the wall. See note below for attachment hardware. 

3. Attach Angle Brace (C) to dresser Carefully align the cut-outs in the back panel over the Angle Brace (C). 
Secure in place with the Screw (D), into the pre-drilled holes in the bottom of the Top (A), using the Phillips 
Head Screwdriver (E). Insert the drawers into the chest. See illustration#2.

Due to the many different types 
of materials used in home construction you will need to choose an appropriate wall fastener to ensure this item 
is securely hung.
